Were they, those days 
quarter century three decades 
ago, the golden days?

Have 
conditions the bookbinding industry 
improved with the passing the 
years? 

BOOKBINDING MAGAZINE sought the 
counsel number prominent 
bookbinders who know their yester- 
days well their todays. They 
were asked: “Have times changed? 
they have, the change for the 
better the worse?” Here what 
was learned: 


Age Better Feeling 


“Perhaps the greatest change that 
has come about the bookbinding in- 
dustry the past thirty years the 
better feeling that has arisen among 
the binders,” said Nathan Shrifte, 
the Wolff Estate bindery. “The 
rapid development this new spirit 
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started with the organization 
the Employing Bookbinders Amer- 
ica only few years ago, but had 
been gradually coming into being, be- 
cause the necessity for was ob- 
vious. 

“Thirty years ago one bookbinder 
got job from customer who had 
previously been dealing with another 
binder, the binders were very likely 
become bitter enemies. Competition 
may too keen today, but thirty 
years ago competition was warfare, 
pure and simple. There was reason 
why there was more bitterness then 
than now over lost job. those 
days, many the now successful 
binderies were not firmly estab- 
lished, and big job went out 
plant might very possibly 
severe shock that the plant could 
not survive. Today, while bindery 
likes see good account some 
other firm, the loss does not mean 
disaster. 


Contacts Were Shunned 


“Thirty years ago the bindery pro- 
prietor was very secretive individual 
about his own business, and 
with other binders was shunned when- 
ever possible. Today, the spirit 
friendliness has grown such 
extent that one plant runs out 
certain kind material and knows 
that another bindery has supply 
that material, the proprietor the 
first plant will not hesitate ask the 
second binder sell him some 
needed complete rush job. And 
the binder will invariably accom-

the number new machines 
brought out the past thirty years 
has not been great, they have had 
great influence production,” said 
Mr. Shrifte.

publisher consisted mainly his good 
name and the ability tell what the 
public wanted. Many publisher 
owes his success today his book- 
binder, who sometimes financed the 
manufacture book out his own 
pocket.”

Mr. Smith’s 
work with Harper’s and later with 
the Methodist Book Concern has put 
him constant contact with book- 
binding machines. 

“As look said Mr. Smith 
MAGAZINE, “there have been few new 
machines put the market the 
past thirty years, although the old 
ones have been perfected that pro- 
duction has been increased. (Mr. 
Smith, incidentally, mentioned the 
gathering machine one which had 
appeared during the 
years.) 


Machines Last Long Period 


“We are using some folding ma- 
chines which installed when first 
came with the Methodist Book Concern 
twenty-nine years ago, and which, 
with proper care, will last for many 
more years. allude particularly 
the quad folders.

sals, centuries old. 

“Hand-tooling then required not 
only knowledge the tooling art 
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but literature. was impossible 
for the tooler produce good cover 
unless knew thoroughly the con- 
tents the book. The theme was 
carefully studied the binder before 
work even commenced the design. 
recall the months spent 
volume which was presented 
the Queen Italy. studied the con- 
tents thoroughly and then decided that 
hand-tooled crown motif would 
the most appropriate.”

petus, Mr. McNamee would probably 
feel inclined betake himself 
well-fitted atelier, where could 
pick again the elaborate tools 
wielded expertly the past. 


Better Opportunity Today 


“One the greatest developments 
that have come about recent years

Wood First Used 1719 


The first known use wood mak- 
ing paper seems have been 1719. 
Experiments with all known materials 
which was possible make paper 
were continually being made, rags, 
always the most desirable material, 
were, and are still, too scarce and too 
expensive. Production paper from 
the raw cotton not only would have 
been far more expensive, but paper 
manufacturers had never been suc- 
cessful making paper from the cot- 
ton, but only from the already manu- 
factured cotton and linen rags. 


Process Manufacture 


William Wheelwright, his 
“From Paper-Mill Pressroom,” 
gives five steps the manufacture 
paper: 

(1) Isolation the paper-making 
fiber from the raw material. 

(2) Conversion the fiber into 
pulp. 

(3) Beating and refining the 
fiber and the admixture non-fibrous 
components. 

(4) Manufacture the mixture in- 
paper. 

(5) Finishing the paper and 
preparation for the market. 

Although the methods reducing 
the material pulp, preparatory 
running onto the endless woven wire 
belt, vary according whether the 
material rags fibrous matter 
ground wood, the other processes 
general are practically the same. 
After the preliminary preparation 
the raw material the pulp passes un- 
der “slice” which distributes 
evenly onto the endless band belt 
woven wire, from which passes 
under cylinder with slight pressure 
remove the water. water-mark

Preparation ‘Chemical and Mechan- 
ical Wood Pulp 


Chemical wood pulp prepared, 
after the bark removed from the 
felled trees and the logs have been 
cut into chips, boiling caustic 
soda solution, sulphate soda 
bisulphite lime solution. Sulphite 
paper made from spruce trees and 
has the stronger fiber, while the soda 
pulp made from poplar trees. The 
paper made these processes that 
generally used the manufacture 
books, the sulphite paper being the 
better quality. 

Mechanical ground wood pulp 
made cutting the logs into short 
lengths, removing the bark and grind- 
ing the logs pulp large grind- 
stone, which water freely added 
during the process. Paper made from 
mechanical wood pulp used for 
newsprint and for other purposes 
where better quality paper not 
demanded. 


How Rags Are Used 


the case rag pulp, except for 
the “selected” clean rags, used for 
ledger and bond papers and paper 
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money, and which are obtained direct 
from the textile mills “mill ends” 
and other clean waste, the rags come 
the paper mills huge bales, un- 
sorted, clean and dirty rags together. 


Sorting and Washing 


First they are fed into “thrasher” 
which takes out the worst the dust, 
which carried off through suction 
tubes. They are then sorted, the but- 
tons, hooks and eyes, buckles, etc., are 
removed and the rags are reduced 
pulpy mass cooking for eight 
twelve hours chemicals dissolve 
the fatty, glutinous and starchy mat- 
ter, care being necessary avoid in- 
jury the fiber. 

The “black liquor” (largely dirt) 
drained off and the pulp put through 
careful process washing, requir- 
ing several hours, after which 
put solution chloride lime 
bleach. After another thorough wash- 
ing remove every trace the 
bleaching solution, the pulp goes into 
the beating machine, which reduces 
fine subdivision fiber, when 
ready for the mould. 


Use Esparto 


his book, “Chronology Paper 
and Paper-Making,” (1876) Joel Mun- 
sell states that esparto (already re- 
ferred one the earliest ma- 
terials used the making paper) 
introduced into the United States 
1852, was considered “to the 
most valuable fiber yet discovered 
substitute for linen cotton fiber.” 
And Mr. Sindall, the English 
authority paper, says his work 
“Manufacture Paper,” reprinted 
1919: “The value esparto for the 
manufacture high-class printing 
and medium quality writing paper 
well known. This material has quali- 
ties that cannot readily obtained 
from other fibers, such rag and 
wood pulp. chiefly used papers 
required for lithographic printing, 
books and art illustration, since 
gives sheet having good surface 
and one which soft and flexible.” 

Compared the number books 
printed within few hundred years 
previous the civil war period, there

“It 
costs considerably more bind book 
today than used to, but there 
more business than there ever was. 
There reason why the bookbind- 
ing industry should not profitable 
industry the individual binders 
choose make so.”

“Place the back the book your 
desk work table, and, while still 
holding .the printed leaves, let the 
front and back covers drop; then take 
few pages the book the front 
and back alternately, carefully press- 
ing these sections open until the cen- 
ter reached. Repeat this operation 
few times, which will not only make 
the pages readily accessible, but will 
also avoid breaking the back, which 
might result loose leaves.”

Edition printing and binding for 
large publishing concerns feature 
the company’s business. The Ot- 
terbein Press does considerable work 
for Collier’s and other national pub- 
lishers—all addition the regular 
requirements the United Brethren 
church. 


Owned and conducted the United 
Brethren church, the Otterbein Press 
unique among printing and binding 
establishments. 
ago the controlling body the 
United Brethren church for the pri- 
mary purpose printing and pub- 
lishing the church organ, the “Re- 
ligious Telescope,” the functions 
the institution have enlarged in- 
clude every printing operation the 
church, both domestic and foreign 
fields. time, there came demands 
for enlarged operations. Gradually 
became the policy the board man- 
agers the church turn all the 
necessary printing into the office 
the Otterbein Press. the church 
grew, its requirements for printing 
increased, and the printing house was 
fairly swamped with the work turned 
over it. 

funds were provided for the en- 
largement the plant. 

the early days the church 
there was not much dependence 
placed the printed word later 
years. Printing operations were 
practically restricted les- 
sons, booklets and circular letters. 
Subsequently song books and hymnals 
were prepared and printed, and works 
church theology and doctrine were 

multiplied. 


Bindery Added 


The Otterbein Press not 
equipped first with facilities for 
binding books, and when the church 
authorities started turn orders 
which involved binding was neces- 
sary turn that part the job over 


OME years ago the Otter- 

bein Press, Dayton, 
Ohio, was founded the 
board managers reli- 
gious denomination for the 
purpose getting out the 
church’s weekly organ. 

Today, the plant handles 
not only all the printing 
and binding used the 
church, but edition 
binding large scale for 
several 
houses. 

Its most recent activity 
acting advertising advisor, 
printer, and binder for man- 
ufacturing and commercial 
establishments. 


outside establishments. was de- 
cided equip the plant with small 
book bindery, intended only turn 
out the books published the church. 

Again the policy the church was 
proven correct, but way entirely 
unlooked for. soon the bindery 
got functioning, applications were 
received from interests outside the 
church print limited editions 
trade general issues, and, when 
church requirements permitted, few 
such orders were accepted. More and 
larger orders came without solicita- 
tion. The church body approved the 
acceptance orders from outside its 
own precincts and finally provided 
funds for the purchase modern ma- 
chinery sufficient quantity make 
the Otterbein Press bindery one 
capable meeting demands from 
every source. 


Enlarged Plant Take Care 
Increasing Needs 


Notwithstanding, however, the care- 
fully conducted surveys the church 
body covering prospective demands 
the facilities the bindery, business 
grew fast that still broader plans 
were entered upon and much larger 
and better equipment was provided 
dispose the outside business.

AREFUL wording of. specifica- 

tions submitted the prospective 
customer the bookbinder will save 
great deal fre- 
quently many dollars. 

great many steps are involved 
bookbinding job, and very 
slight variation any one the 
steps manufacture may seriously 
affect the costs, one way the other. 
Yet the careful wording the speci- 
fication point often overlooked 
many bookbinders who know the 
technical side .their work thor- 
oughly. this day when many cus- 
tomers are stressing price above all 
other considerations, the need for spe- 
cifications which give clear-cut defi- 
nition the work performed 
even more vital. 

Unless the details the job have 
been fully explained, the customer 
very likely insist better grade 
book cloth, for instance, more 
expensive form work than the 
binder had counted supplying. 
the binder protests that will lose 
money acceding his customer’s 
request, the latter can say that 
“inferred” supposed these things 
were included the estimated price, 
nothing was said the contrary. 
Sometimes disputes this character 
are almost certain arise. 

Adequate specifications need not 
happy medium one worded lan- 
guage that the customer can under- 
stand, and yet which will not saeri- 
fice any fundamental detail—compre- 
hensive, but not involved. This will 
mean satisfaction both sides.

Books 
that period printed paper made 
from materials other than rags have 
long since crumbled. clearly ob- 
vious, therefore, that only those few 
books the present that are issued 
rag paper will available stu- 
history, science and art, 
the next several hundred years, judg- 
ing from the occasional rare old books 
still perfect condition paper, 
after several centuries. 
Qualities Paper 

From what know the limited 
supply and the consequent high cost 
raw materials which the best 
quality papers are composed, 
obvious that while highly desir- 
able that now and then particularly 
choice publication printed the 
only known permanent paper, that 
all-rag content, for the majority 
our books some the cheaper papers 
must used. For these the desirable 
qualities are, superficially speaking, 
light weight, flexibility, and smooth 
but unglazed finish. the 
paper expert determine the ele- 
ments which will combine meet 
these requirements. 

There appears need more 
intelligent cooperation 
publishers and the printers who 
their work, and change from the 
policy which the entire manufac- 
ture the books (including that very 
vital point, the selection the paper) 
awarded the lowest bidder.

DISCUSSION paper cutting 
knives Frank Clark, the 
Simonds Saw Steel Co., Fitch- 
burg, Mass., featured the first fall 
meeting the New England Book- 
binders’ Guild. Mr. Clark was aided 
Harry Horton the same com- 
pany explaining some the facts 
knife manufacture and methods 
regrinding insure their long life 
and the satisfaction paper cutters 
the bindery.

Mr. Horton reminded the binders 
that paper cutting puts test 
knife edge more than many substances 
more formidable reputation. Paper 
made wood rags; has sur- 
face tension considerable strength. 


More Attention Grinding Knives 


Grinding knives should given 
more attention than ordinarily ac- 
corded it, said Mr. Clarke. urged 
that before the blades are returned 
the cutting machines they should 
cleaned, oiled and honed the 
operator and tested out paper. 
Too many blades are returned from 
the grinders with bevels changed 
other mistreatment.
